tests. 
The United States demanded 
that the assembly single out the 
issue as one of great urgency. 
The Soviet Union said it should 
be taken up in over all disarma­ 
ment debate, and blamed U.S. 
policy in Germany for Moscow’s 
decision to resume nuclear tests 
The vote in the 21-nation com­ 
mittee was 16-3. with only the So­ 
viet Union, Bulgaria and Czecho­ 
slovakia 
opposed

By an identical vote the com­ 
mittee supported an Indian item 
asking debate on voluntary sus­ 
pension of tests without reference 
to a treaty.

Hurricane Esther dwindled to­ 
ward obscurity Thursday night 
without ever touching the Amer­ 
ican mainland 
The not tropic 
fury with which she once men­ 
aced the Eastern seaboard was 
cooled 
by

The Boston Weather Bureau in 
its latest advisory said: “What 
was once Hurricane Esther has 
weakened during the past six 
hours and has now become a trop­ 
ical storm ” 
The big storm remained out to 
I sea as she had for most of the 
length of the East Coast. As a 
result, she spent her greatest 
force over open water and dam­ 
age was relatively slight. 


Hurricane Warnings Lowered 


Earlier, it had appeared that 
Esther would make her first land-; 
fall at Cape Cod. But the Weath­ 
er 
Bureau 
lowered 
hurricane 
warnings and replaced them with 
gale warnings from Long Island 
to Eastport, Maine. The bureau 
said the gradual eastward drift of 
the storm “will take the center 
south of Cape Cod during the 
night.” 
Once past the cape, the storm 
— was expected to skirt the Maine 
coast and eventually blow itself 
out in the Atlantic. 
The storm's forward movement 
slowed, peak winds dimindfhed to 
60 to 70 m p h. and the frontal 
sweep of her gale winds nar­ 
row ed.

Herbert Matthews, an editor of “The New York 
Tim es” and it* principal correspondent in Cuba, has 
written an apologia to explain away the various attacks 
made on him as a result of the Cuban fiasco.

Arthur Gardner, who apparently did not approve of his 
successor, first testified that ‘he (meaning me! briefed 
Earl Smith .* ” 
As I, not Arthur Gardner, am responsible for first 
calling attention to the briefing of Smith by Matthews, 
wherein have I sinned’ 
After citing Smith'* testimony 
before the aforesaid Senate Subcommittee to the effect: 
"M r. Sourwine. 
Is H true. sir. that you were 
instructed to get a briefing on your new job as Ambas­ 
sador to Cuba from Herbert Matthews of The New 
York Times? 
"M r. Smith 
Yes. that is correct. 
“ Mr. Sourwine. Who gave you these instructions’ 
“Mr. Smith. 
William Wieland, director of the 
Caribbean Division and Mexico.” 
There is more to this, hut what is significant is 
that Herbert Matthews admits to the truth of Smith s 
testimony and if Smith was truthful, I was, for I wrote 
of this. not in 1960 but in 1969. 
Matthews says: 
“ Allowing for a sour note or two. this was accurate 
testimony. 
It was correct information and good advice 
that I gave to Earl Smith, and it was a pity that neither 
he nor the State Department based their policies on it.” 
* I cannot go into the consequences of the State De­ 
partm ent and Earl F. T. .Smith not taking Herbert 
Matthews's advice 
I, too. have been a free advice* 
giver in my years and have also suffered the chagrin 
of watching men make their own mistakes. 
Had they 
chosen to follow my advice, fate might have smiled 
upon 
them 
more 
benevolently. 
Herbert 
Matthews 
believes: 
"Newspapermea are not turned out like Fords 
on an assembly line — at least, not the top flight 
ones. 
They are unique works of art. not cogs in a 
machine. 
When they go, others come along to do 
just as good or better work, but it will be different 
work.” 
It is indeed fortunate that a man has so high 
an opinion of his craft and himself, 
Hellier! 
Matthews apparently believes that he is “a unique 
work of art," which me may be. hut that does not 
at all answer how we happened to make so manv 
costly errors regarding Cuba, ending in such a 
cruel fiasco. Matthews says: 
"It was. and is, a great injustice to two devoted 
and competent United States officials to blame them. 
as Gardner, Smith, Senators feastland and Dodd, ex- 
Ambassador Hill of Mexico, Ed Pawley, the tycoon, 
and many columnists have done for the defeat of 
Batista and the triumph of Castro. 
I refer to Assistant 
Secretary of State Roy R. Rubottom and William Wie­ 
land who is mentioned above.” 
If it is unjust to blame Roy R. Rubottom and Wil­ 
liam Wieland. why does not the Senate publish their 
testimony concerning them ’ 
I have inquired a dozen 
times for this testimony and have been told that it 
would one day be published 
Who has requested the 
Senate Subcommittee 
to refrain from making this 
evidence public? 
Is the testimony too awful for publi­ 
cation? 
Would it em barrass the State Department too 
much? 
Perhaps if the record were published. Mat­ 
thew s's various statem ents might be confirmed, or if 
not. there might be a serious scandal. 
Some day. the 
whole truth with regard to Cuba will be made public. 
It has not yet been, although the truth is available.

As Memorial To Hammarskjold

WASHINGTON—Dag Hammar- 
skjold used to sit at an incon­ 
spicuous desk in an inconspicu­ 
ous office of fhe foreign ministry 
in Stockholm. He was not a very 
prepossessing m an and he didn t 
have a very prepossessing job. 
No one had ever really heard of 
him—not even in Sweden. 
Then UN leaders, desperate to 
find a neutral the Russians would 
accept, pulled him out of the 
Swedish Foreign Office and made 
him 
Secretary 
General of the 
United Nations. 
But Dag Hammarskjold. the in­ 
conspicuous little m an with mild 
blue eyes, had a determination 
born of his Viking forefathers; 
and that determ ination became 
deeper and the mild blue eyes 
more intense as Hammarskjold 
waged his crusade for peace. 
He worked Saturdays, Sundays, 
routed associates out of bed at 
any hour of the night, concen­ 
trated on the UN until it had more 
teeth than any other international 
organization in history. He set a 
precedent that the Secretary Gen­ 
eral must be heard in debate, and 
have the right to intervene on 
his own in any crisis. Instead of 
a mild-mannered, milk-toast civil 
servant, he becam e a power. 
Came the Suez Crisis and Ham­ 
marskjold stepped in against his 
own 
friends—the 
French 
and 
British. He stopped a war which 
could have set the world on fire. 
That time the Soviet was on his 
. side. The Kremlin applauded from 
the sidelines. 


Internationalism Faces Greatest Test In UN 


WASHINGTON - International- 
ism — which seeks at times to 
impose peace through a league 
or association of sovereign stales 
— is face to face today with one 
of its greatest tests. The League 
of Nations failed 
in this very 
task. Will the United Nations now 
fall down, too? 
Theoretically a league of equals 
could be construed to mean that 
each nation is prepared to fore­ 
go its sovereignty to a certain 
extent and to bow to the will 
of the m ajority in adjusting its 
external relations. 
Whether a league seeks to ac­ 
complish this by moral force — 
which is. of course, more desir­ 
able — or by m ilitary force as a 
last resort, the biggest single re­ 
quirement is that both sides in a 
dispute shall have absolute con­ 
fidence in the integrity of the 
international 
organization 
itself 
that assumes the role of police­ 
man 
Today the United Nations has 
lost the confidence of many na­ 
tions which are member* of it. 
The late Dag Hammarskjold tried 
an experiment — to use the office 
of secretary-general af the U.N. 
as a kind of benevolent police­ 
man. In Korea and in the Middle 
E ast and later in Africa the use 
of military' force was authorized 
by the United Nations itself. Be­ 
cause of the political entangle­ 
ments of various mem bers of the 
U N ., not one of these efforts 
could accomplish any more than 
a cease-fire or an arm istice. The 
Korean problem, for instance, is 
still unsolved 
The Middle E ast­ 
ern situation is in a sort of stale­ 
m ate. without a solution, and the 
mess in the Congo is still charac­ 
terized by sporadic fighting, 
The original concept 
of 
the 
League of Nations — which was 
reiterated in the words of the 
U N. charter — assumed that an 
internal clash might produce ex­ 
ternal 
complications, 
but there 
was no right to interfere in in­ 
ternal situations. 
But. unfortunately, today the 
sad truth is that the Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent is engaged in a world­ 
wide effort 
to infiltrate 
inside 
other countries and 
take 
over 
government after government for

the purpose of winning allies for 
the cause of international Com­ 
munism. This motive is couched 
in high-sounding phrases about so­ 
cialism and people’s right, but, 
in reality, it is the sam e old 
story of despotism and lust for 
the riches of weaker states. His­ 
tory is replete with exam ples of 
this same aggression, which soon­ 
er or later has plunged the m a­ 
jor powers into war. 
What has happened since the 
United Nations was founded in 
1945 constitutes a noble effort to 
organize a set of law-abiding na­ 
tions who would have respect for 
the opinion of mankind. But an 
ogre has appeared in Moscow who 
ovenight brushes aside, for in­ 
stance, his repeated pledges that 
he would 
not 
resume 
nuclear 
tests. He now laughs at the dis­ 
comfiture of a world which he is 


sure is helpless to punish him for 
his misdemeanors. 
There is nothing wrong in gen­ 
eral with the ideals that gave 
prestige for a while to the League 
of Nations and later to the United 
Nations. But the m istake made 
in the last few years has been the 
belief that Moscow could be dealt 
with as an equal — as a law­ 
abiding partner of a great alli­ 
ance of nations. When such a de­ 
viation occurs, the 
United Na­ 
tions cannot get anywhere by the 
use of military force. Everybody 
knows that the w arring factions 
in the Congo couldn't possibly en­ 
gage in anything except desul­ 
tory fighting 
in 
the 
jungle — 
which wouldn't trouble the rest 
of the world too much — were it 
not for the help given from the 
outside.

POLLUTION OF AIK — The 
"New 
Frontier'* 
is 
concerned 
about the problem of air pollution 
in many m ajor cities and regions 
in 
the United States and 
has 
started to do something about it. 
The first step toward a solution 
to any problem is recognition th at 
the problem exists. For the Ken­ 
nedy administration thi- took the 
form of a warning by Secretary 
Abraham Ribicoff of the D epart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
W elfare to the m ajor auto com ­ 
panies to voluntarily provide a 
device to check car exhausts or 
face federal legislation 
Auto exhausts 
and 
industrial 
fumes, 
when 
caught 
in 
high 
humidity stagnant air produces 
heavy smog—the kind that has 
been plaguing the Los Angeles 
area in recent years. However, 
Ribicoff contends the problem is 
not California's alone, but nation­ 
al. and that national m easures 
must be taken to meet it. 


In 
recent 
years, 
industries 
have taken strong m easures to 
control the smoke and fumes it 
releases in critical 
areas. The 
auto industry, on the other hand, 
not only has done nothing, but 
actually has compounded its part 
of the problem by building more 
and bigger cars and choking the 
highways with exhaust-producing 
cars. 
Medical 
authorities, 
including 
some highly placed doctors at the 
Institutes of Health in Washington 
are fearful that polluted air may 
be responsible for some of the 
alarming rise in the incidence of 
lung cancer. They also believe it 
to be responsible for other respi­ 
ratory ailments. 
Despite a general belief to the 
contrary, 
Ribicoff is convinced 
that the pollution problem is one 
that affects some sm aller com­ 
munities. as well as big cities, 
particularly 
in 
industrial areas 
where high humidity occurs fre­ 
quently. 


the machinery to expose such in­ 
terference, but has not done so. 
World opinion has not been in­ 
formed of the true culprits in the 
Congo. 
But, above all. the United Na­ 
tions has had the leadership it 
ought to have in the exercise of 
moral force. The U.N. didn’t pur­ 
sue its case against the Soviets 
in Hungary. It has acted as if it 
were afraid to show up Commun­ 
ist misdeeds. 
Indeed, there was and is a 
case for expulsion of :he present 
Soviet government from the U.N. 
—it doesn't even pay its share of 
the expenses — and for an appeal 
to the people of the Soviet Union 
to establish a free government 
that can be a true partner of the 
other free nations in the U.N. 
Instead, today the U N. has ad­ 
mitted many African and Asian 
nations that are not yet capable 
of governing them selves, and is 
talking, oddly enough, of adm it­ 
ting Red China, which committed 
acts of aggression against the 
Korean 
Republic 
and 
actually 
fought against U.N. forces, in­ 
flicting tens of thousands of cas­ 
ualties. 
The theory that every govern­ 
ment which is in control of a 
certain land area deserves ad­ 
mission to the U N. is one of the 
biggest fallacies of our times. The 
U. N. has lost prestige because so 
many sincere but misguided per­ 
sons high up in the public life of 
this country and of other coun­ 
tries. like India, actually want to 
see Red China admitted to the 
U.N. The very proposal in the 
U N. General Assembly to consid­ 
er such a move reveals the lack 
of m orals that m otivates so many 
mem bers of the organization. 
The time has come to abandon 
this kind of a United Nations and 
to build another 
dedicated 
to 
morality. Sovereignly should be 
respected, 
and 
m ilitary 
force 
should be used for intervention in 
a troublous area only when the 
lives and properties of foreign 
citizens are endangered. It’s an 
old rule but a sound one. Once 
basic principles are abandoned, 
chaos follows. T hat's wh3t has 
happened to the U N.

Magdeburg is two hours south­ 
west on the autobahn out of Ber­ 
lin. It is an old lady among cities, 
sitting in the sun on the left bank 
of the Elbe. 
It had its tim e of 
greatness. In 1562, The M agde­ 
burg Centuries was w ritten there 
and this was the first Protestant 
history of Christianity. 
The city isn t Protestant r o w . It 
isn t anything It is a rail center 
for 
Soviet 
Occupation 
forces. 
Magdeburg, more than Berlin, is 
under the domination of the Rus­ 
sians. The cathedral of St. M aur­ 
ice and St. Catherine has fewer 
pilgrim s than it had in the 14th 
century Other churches, bombed 
by the British, remain open to the 
sky. Inside, only w innow ers lift 
their heads to God. 
Before the war. Magdeburg had 
334,000 people. About 50.000 were 
killed fighting for lebensraum or 
crouching in the cellars. An addi­ 
tional 15,000 managed to squeeze 
through the keyhole to freedom in 
Berlin. 
Once. 
Magdeburg 
had 
pride It was the capital of Sax­ 
ony; the big Krupp plant produc­ 
ed arm or plate and heavy m a­ 
chinery. The sugar refineries and 
chicory factories were busy. 
Today, the city is as restlessly 
quiet as an old lady in fever. The 
Russian domination is complete, 
and 
this 
makes 
M agdeburg 
a 
good study of what happens to a 
city when the Soviet Union pro­ 
tects it from freedom. The S E D. 
— an amalgamation of Socialist 
and Communist parties — is in 
nominal charge of the politics of 
Magdeburg, although these G er­ 
m ans are, in turn, responsible to 
the Russian command. 
Prices are low So too are the 
living 
standards 
Salaries 
are 
low. 
The 
Magdeburgers 
have 
good-sized savings accounts be­ 
cause they cannot find enough 
merchandise on which to spend 
money. As in East Berlin, the 
government announces huge au­ 
tum n sales, but fails to announce 
which department stores or what 
can be bought. 
The most difficult items to find 
are bicycles, automobiles, nails, 
tools, pots and pans, butter, can­ 
ned fruits and meat. There is a 
reason for this. When the war was 
over. Germany was bankrupt and 
defeated 
There was little cash. 
so 
the 
Communists 
dissembled 
big factories and small m achine 
shops and shipped them home 
The East German Dem ocratic 
Republic was. for a num ber of 
years, almost an agricultural na­ 
tion. Its big breezy brother, the 
West German Federal Republic, 
negotiated with its form er ene­ 
mies. secured loans, m ade Made 
agreem ents, tore down the rum s 
and rebuilt the towns, and is now 
in a position of such economic 
health as to frighten England 
The contrast between E ast and 
West Germany is enorm ous 
In 
West Berlin, for example, the din­ 
ners are huge, the portions are 
beyond human consumption, and 
the 
desserts 
are covered 
with 


whipped cream At the Cafe War­ 
saw, in E ast Berlin, the menu 
was skimpy and, 
when cheese 
and crackers are ordered, 
the 
cheese is shiny and sweaty; in­ 
stead of crackers, two slices of 
toast are placed on the table. 
The coffee reeks with chicory 
This is also true in Magdeburg. 
One of the weaknesses of the East 
German governm ent ii that they 
do not know how 
to distribute 
food. If they get 20 carloads of, 
let us say, sausage, they send it 
to one city. For three days, Leip­ 
zig had m ore sausage than it 
could consume, and muon of it 
spoiled in the freight yards 
One elderly man in Magdeburg 
heard the news about the sausage 
and—mouth w atering—decided to 
go to Leipzig to pick up a few 
pounds. His troubles commenced 
at that point. He could not leave 
his job or his city without a pass. 
He went to the polizei and they 
told him that he would require a 
note from his bos*. 
The old m an was stubborn. He 
went to his superior. After an a r­ 
gument. he got the letter. It was 
brought back to the police. They 
stamped it and told him to go to 
the S E D. and give the party 
bosses a valid reason for travel­ 
ing. He did. 
He said he heard 
that there w as sausage in Leipzig. 
This sounded suspicious. No one. 
they said. travels to Leipzig for 
sausage. He said he would. They 
investigated 
his 
party standing 
and found that he was a good 
risk. 
The 
S E D. 
stamped 
his 
travel papers. 
The old m an traveled to Leip­ 
zig. mopping his drooling chin. 
When he arrived, he found that 
what wa* left of the sausage had 
been moved, by freight train, to 
Magdeburg. 
When he got back, he learned 
that 
he 
had 
lost 
his 
job 
at 
D E F A.—the G erm an Commun­ 
ist Motion Picture Company. He 
had caused too much trouble by 
his insistence on his right to trav­ 
el His rent is cheap—125 a month 
—but he has no income. 
Magdeburg is a fine example of 
Communist m ism anagem ent. The 
intentions m ay be of the 'lest, but 
the execution is the worst . . .
